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The  biology  department  offered  pro- 
grams to  fill  the  needs  of  students  with 
a  wide  variety  of  interests,  ranging 
from  molecular  biology  to  field  ecology, 
and  with  career  goals  extending  from 
medicine  and  dentistry  to  forestry  and 
wildlife  management.

Our  ap>- 
proach  integrated  the  traditional  discip- 
lines of  sociology  and  anthrpology  into 
a  single  field  of  social  inquiry  —  pro- 
viding our  students  with  a  broad 
perspective  on  human  behavior.  The 
primary  goal  was  to  develope  in  our 
students  the  ability  to  analyze  the 
societal  events  which  affect  all  of  our 
lives.  An  additional  goal  was  to  encour- 
age students'  critical  abilities  in 
evaluating  the  barrage  of  reports  of  so- 
cial findings  which  were  presented  to 
the  public  in  print,  film  and  electronic 
media.  We  shared  concern  for  student 
professional  interests,  as  indicated  by 
our  involvement  in  the  LFC  Social  Ser- 
vice Organization,  sponsorship  of 
speakers,  placements  in  internships, 
and  organization  of  career  conferences. 
Finally,  we  shared  with  our  students  an 
abiding  curiosity  about  the  variety  and 
complexity  of  human  social  life.
